“The fishmen up around New 
York have to throw the fish overboard 
because the market men there, in order 
to maintain prices, will not buy them.” 

“I have heard of corn being burned 
and cotton being burned,’”’ said Houston.

ROME, Dec. 27.—Many rumors were in 


circulation today concerning the recent 
death of rdinal Rampolla. One of 
them hinted that he died from unnat- 
ural causes and there was a possibility 
of his body being exhumed for the pur- 
pose of a postmortem examination. 

Attendants, intimate friends and rela- 
tives of the late Cardinal, as well as of- 
ficials of the Vatican, deny all these 
rymors. 

In spite of the Vatican denial, the 
Messagero, a popular newspaper, says 
exhumation of the body of the Cardinal 
has been ordered in consequence of sus- 
picions aroused by his sudden death and 
disappearance of his will 

All the evidence thus far adduced con- 
cerning the black box which was taken 
from the room of the Cardinal the day 
he died tends to show he was fearful 
it would be tampered with. The box, 
which is believed by some persons to 
have contained the last will and testa- 
ment and other papers of Cardinal Ram- 
polla was placed under his pillow by 
the Cardinal the day he was forced to 
take to his bed with the seizure which 
shortly afterward caused his death. 

Soon after the Cardinal passed away 
and while the body was being moved 
from the bed to be prepared for the 
casket, the black box fell to the floor.

WILL ASK RESTITUTION 


Actions May Be Brought to Re- 
cover on All Feeder 
Line Deals. 


Restitution suits against certain Frisco 
officials and directors, ordered Friday 
by United States Circuit Judge Sanborn, 
in chareg of the Frisco receivership, 
will be instituted as soon as the spe- 
cial counsel, John D, and Loomis C. 
Johnson, can prepare the bills of com- 
plaint. 

Loomis Johnson said Saturday he did 
not know just how much time would bu 
required for the preparation of the pe- 
titions. It is understood the _ special 
counsel] will have access to ail the Fris- 
co .records for the purpose of info-m- 
ing themselves thoroughly as to all the 
details of the various syndicate tran- 
sactions in which the Frisco officials 
were involved. 

The Interstate Commerce Commfssion, 
at the St. Louis hearing in November, 
inquired into several syndicate deals in 
which B. F.. Yoakum, chairman of the 
board of Frisco directors, was interest- 
ed, and which at various times other 
directors or officers participated. James 
Campbell, the petitioner for the Frisco 
receivership, and a vice-president of the 
railroad company, and W. K. Bixby, 
a director, were interested in the 
Brownsville syndicate, which rold the 
Brownsville Railroad to the Frisco. The 
syndicate made a profit of $3,000,000, 
‘of which more than $500,000 went to 
Yoakum, Campbell, Bixby and the late 
Edwin Hawley, all of whom were Fris- 
co directors at the time. 

T. H. West's Interest. 

Whether Thomas H. West, formerly 
one of the Frisco receivers, will be 
made a defendant in any of the suits, 
has not been determined. West became 
a director of the Frisco Dec. 4, 1909, im- 
mediately after the resolution authoriz- 
ing the purcnase of the Brownsville 
Railroad was passed by the board. 

West was one of the principal pro- 
moters of the St. Louis, Brownsville & 
Mexico Railroad. The records of the 
directors’ meeting at which the Browns- 
ville resolution was passed show that 
Yoakum, Campbell and Hawley stepped 
out of the meeting when the resolution 
Was called up for passage.

“T have never said that a member of 
the Citizens’ Alliance caused a panic 
at Italian Hall,” said Moyer, when 
asked as to his reported statement. 

“I did say that there were 2% men 
who would swear that they saw a man 
wearing a Citizens’ Alliance button rush | 
up the stairs, stick his head through 
the door and yell ‘fire.’ 

“We can take care of our own peo- 
ple. We have fought their battles. We 
have fed them while they were hungry 
and clothed them when they were cold. 
Now we can bury them. We ask no 
help from others. 

“The labor organizations of the. world 
have come forward in fine shape. We 
have now about $16,000, and it will reach 
$20,000. 

Says He Expects to Go Back. 

“I believe the strike is won in the 
Calurnet district. I expect to return to 
Calumet in a few days under Govern- 
ment protection, State and national. 

“I have been trying to settle the 
strike. The Governor and Attorney- 
General of Michigan, the latter having 
visited Hancock a few days ago, ac- 
knowledge I have been doing my ut- 
most to settle the strike. The termy 
I submitted were acknowledged to ba 
fair. They admit I have kept my word 
with them, the State officials and local 
authorities.’’ 

When asked the question: “Is ‘tt 
true, Mr. Moyer, that the mine own- 
ers ere willing to form local unions 
but are against unions being affili- 
ated with the Western Federation of 
Miners?’ he said: 

“No, it is not true,” he answered 
“The mine owners are against organ 
ized labor. The miners cannot belong 
to any but the Western Federation 
and be a part of the labor movement 
in the country.” 

Moyer would not say whether any 
of the men who attacked him were in 
Sheriff Cruz’s party which had talked 
with him in his room at the hotel just 
a few minutes before the attack. He 
said he did not recognize ony of the 
men who came in after the Sheriff's 
party had left, as members of that 
party. 

Had Tickets in Readiness. 
“But,” he said, “I cannot understand 
how the deputies happened to be at the 
station waiting when the mob got 
there. Neither can I understand how 
it was they had Chicago tickets for 
Tanner and myself, nor how they could 
summon a doctor and tell him to charge 
the treatment to the county unless the 
Sheriff knew all of the time that the 
attack was going to take place.” 

He hinted that he thought the Sher- 
iff's conference as to burial arrange- 
ments for those who lost their lives in 
the Christmas panic was a ruse to find 
out if he was alone and if it would be 
safe for the other party to attack him.

“Kidnaping” of Moyer Will Have Neo 
om Conduct of Strike. 
Mich., Deo. 37.—It 


was shot in the shoulder and head be- 
fore he ‘was deported by unknown per- 
sons late last night. This report can- 
not be confirmed. 

It was said by local union officials 
that the “kidnaping”’ will have no effect 
on the future conduct of the strike, al- 
though they believed it would result in 
a congressional investigation, which fed- 
eration leaders have been urging for 
several weeks.

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—A special cable 
to the New York Times from Mexico 
says: “According to an official state- 
ment made by the Government today, it 
has received a request through the 
Mexican legation at Tokio from more 
than 50 Japanese army officers to be 
allowed to enter the service of the 
Mexican army. This ts generally taken 
here as an indication that much better 
feeling has been created between Mexi.

F. O. Watts Is Chairman of 
Committee Appointed by the 
Clearing House. 


The committee appointed by the St. 
Louis Clearing House Association to 
represent the banking interests of the 
city in an effort to get one of the new 
Federal Reserve Banks for St. Louis.

Festus J. Wade, president of the Ciear- 
ing House Association; Walker Hill, 
preeident of the Mechanics-American 
National Bank and J. C. Van Riper, 
president of the American Trust Co. 


Bank in Each District. 
The newly enacted currency law pro- 


vided that as soon as practicable the 


Secretary of the Treasury and no fewer 
than tWo other members of the Federal 


Reserve Board shall designate not less 
than eight nor more than 12 cities to be 
krown as Federal reserve cities, shall 
divide the United States into districts 
and establish in each district one Fed- 
eral reserve bank. 

Secretary McAdoo and _ “Secretary 
Houston in Washington Friday selected 
l4 cities at which hearings will be held 
These cities were St. Louis, New York 
Boston, Chicago, Denver, Seattle, Port 
lei.d, Ore., San Francisco, Los Angeles 
Houston, Tex., New Orleans, Atlanta 
Cincinnati and Cleveland. 

The first meeting will be held in New 
York Jan. 2 and 3 and will then swing 
aiound the circles of other Cities. 

Chairman Watts said the St. Louts 
ci mmittee, in conjunction with the Busi- 
ness Men’s League, would be prepare‘ 
to present to Secretaries ‘McAdoo and 
Houston a statement of facts showing 
why this city should be selected for one 
cf the Federal reserve centers. 

Watts said the St. Louls bankers 
were not only interested in having one 
of the reserve banks established here, 
but were also interested in having the 
Federal reserve district for the bank 
established to include the territory that 
is naturally tributary to St. Louis and 
in which this city does the greatest 
volume of business. 

Should St. Louis be selected as one 
of the reserve cities, all the national 
banks within the St. Louis reserve dis- 
trict would be required to subscribe 
one-sixth of their capital stock to the 
reserve bank. Trust companies and 
State banks would also have the privi- 
lege, but are not required to subscribe 
to the capital stock of the reserve 
bank. 

Will Show What City Has Done. 

In a general way it has been decided 
i furnish to the committee statistics 
showing how much money St. Loute 
has distributed throughout the territory 
tributary to St. Louis in former years’ 
what a large territory can be readily 
served from this city, and how it can 
be served through excellent mail, ex 
press and railroad facilities.

Mrs. Neville, who was alone in the 
building, had run to the window to 
watch the President go by when sud- 
denly the two machines stopped and the

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Katherine Be. 
ment Davis, superintencent of tne stat- 
Reformatory for Women at Bedford 
since its opening, 12 years ago, has ac- 
cepted the Commissionership of Correc 
tion in the cabinet of Mayor-elect 
Mitchel at $7500 a year. The managers 
of the reformatory, granted Miss Davis 
a four years’ leave of absence last Sat- 


urday and she left Bedford to prepare 
to assume her new office. New York 
City has never had a woman in execu- 
tive office. Mitchel would not admit 
that Miss Davis was to be among his 
cummissioners, but it ts generally ur 
derstood she is te tame the place. 

It can be stateé weth authority, how- 
ever, that when Miss Davis was granted 
her leave of absence it was to take serv- 
ice under the new administration. When 


the managers acted it was with the u::- 
Cerstanding that Miss Davis was to be 
Commissioner of Correction, not a deo- 
uty. ' 

Miss Davis is 53 years old, a graduate 
of Vassar, a doctor of philosophy fron 
tho University of Chicago in 1900 and 
a doctor of laws from Mount Holyoke 
in 1912. She is a widely recognize) 
authority on the social aspects of 
penology and criminology, and when 
Jehn D. Rockefeller Jr. organized his, 
Pureau of Social Hygiene two years 
ago to “make war against the forces 
of evil,” Miss Davis was one of its. 
members. 

On the walls of the buildings at Bed- 
ferd hangs the motto: “Forgetting the 
things which are behind and reaching 
fcrth to those things which are before."’ 
That is Miss Davis’ creed and she has 
cerried it to the point of declaring that 
punishment should be fashioned to fit 
the criminal. 

Nearly two years ago Miss Davis out- 
lined her system to city magistrates and 
others interested in the subject. What 
she said then was with women offend- 
ers specifically in mind, but her theo- 
rics could have been applied to. all 
classes. They have an unusual sid@hifi- 
cance at this time. 

“Do away with the women’s depart- 
ments in the penitentiary and the work- 
house,” was her first declaration. “Es- 
tablish reformatories instead. 

“Discontinue fines in all criminal 
cases, making parole or imprisonment 
the only medium of punishment. 

“Restrict the use of the city prison 
to prisoners awaiting trial. 

“Establish a clearing house for offend: 
ers: study them scelentifically. Work 
for their reformation where it is pos- 
sible: where it is not possible provide } 
for them so that they may spend their 
lives neither menacing nor menaced.” 

Last April Miss Davis, while at Al- 
hany in behalf of the Bedford reforma- 


tory, was asked by Gov. Sulzer what 
she thought of a segregated district for 
th social evil. 

“T would be willing to have a segre- 
gated district in New York City,’’ she 
replied, “if there was a wall around it 
and a gate through which’ every man 
who entered would have to pass and 
register.”

Interior of Five-Story Building 
Destroyed; St. Regis and 
Nagel’s Threatened. 


A fire which started at 1:30 a. m. Fri- 
day wrecked the interior of the five- 
story building at 410-12-14 North Sixth 
street and caused about 30 guests at the 
st. Regis Hotel, Broadway and St. 
Charles street, to flee from their rooms. 
It was confined to the building in which 
it started and cause losses variously 
estimated at from $37,000 to $177,000. 

The building is owned py the BoarG 
of Education and was leased for & 
years by the 8. G. Adams Stamp and | 
Seal Co. The Adams company occupies 
a part of the ground floor and all off 
the fourth and fifth floors. On the 
ground floor also are the Harrig Shve 
Co. and the McKnight Tailoring Co». 
The Y. W. C. A: Noonday Lunch Room 
fs on the second floor and the Royal 
Bowling Alleys on the third. 

When the fire was discovered by Pa- 
trolman Breen and Private Watchman 
Leo Schaefer the entire second floor 
seemed in flames. Three alarms were 
turned in at short intervals and 20 en- 
gine companies responded. 

Firemen found the fire apparently had 
started in the "basement and had been 
drawn to the second floor by a dumb 
waiter shaft leading to the Y. W. C. 
A. dining room. The shaft became a 
flue and increased'the difficulty of fight- 
ing the fire. . 

For a time it was feared the flames 
would spread to Nagel’s restaurant on 
the north and the clothing and furnish- 
ing store of Werner & Werner on the 
south. Firemen worked hard to save 
these buildings and neither was da 
aged, although both were filled wit: 
smoke and partly flooded. 

The dense smoke swept eastward and 
filled the corridors. of the St. Regis 
Hotel. Many guests, some only part'y 
clad, ran downstairs to the lobby. 

After the first ladder was raised in 
front of the burning bullding the hose 
attached to it burst, causing a delay 
in fighting the fire. Overhead trolley 
wires hampered firemen in the work of 
raising ladders. One ladder broke while 
two firemen were on it. Though it 
swayed and seemed about to fall, the 
firemen reached the ground in safety. 

Estimates of the loss varied. 8. 
Adams, vice-president of the S. G. 
Adams Stamp and Seal Co., estimated 
the total damage suffered by his firm 
at $150,000, which includes $20,000 dam- 
age to the building. The loss, he said, 
is fully covered by insurance.

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| JUDGE SANBORN’S ACTION. 
Judge Sanborn’s order requiring the Frisco 
receivers to bring suit for restitution against cer- 
tain officers and directors of the railroad who par- 
ticipated in syndicate deals with the road is the 
logical result of the Frisco situation. 
Judge Sanborn takes the view expressed sev- 
eral weeks ago by the Post-Dispatch that the 
receivers should bring restitution suits. In order 
tw be fair to all parties he gives Receiver James 
W. Lusk, who has not been connected with the 
Frisco, exclusive charge of the suits and appoints 
the attorneys for Stockholder Niles, who sought 
te bring suit, counsel for the receivers. 
As Judge Sanborn remarks, the only way to 
assure a fair hearing for all parties and to get 
a just conclusion is in court. The case must take 
its course there. All the facts will be brought 
out and the rights and interests of the persons 
concerned adjudicated. 
As an agent of publicity which has thrown the 
searchlight on the Frisco scandal and has done 
all in its power to destroy the wretched system 
of across-the-table dealing the Post-Dispatch s¢es 
in this action a greater reform victory than that 
ef obtaining justice for stockholders. We hail 
it as a decisive blow at the railroad graft system. 
If restitution shall be ordered, officers and di- 
rectors of railroads will stop dealing with them- 
selves.

A thousand banks have applied for mem- 
bership in the new Federal system. The num- 
ber of cities which have applied for one of the 
regional reserve banks is somewhat smaller.

Within three days after the approval of the cur- 
rency bill 1000 banks had made application for 
stock in the regional institutions established by 
the bill. While state banks are included among 
the applicants, the number is about one-seventh 
of the total number of national banks in the 
entire country.

is told in a book of 170 Pages, privately 
printed. Fifty or more illustrations in- 
clude many views of old-time New 
York, examples of the pank’s early 
banknotes, portraits of its presidents 
and views of its new banking house. 

It was not until. 1832—nine years, after 
obtaining its charter—that the Chem- 
ical company subordinated the manu- 
facturing to the banking end of its busi- 
ness. Thereafter it became, and for 
more than a half century has continued 
to be, one of the most profitable insti- 
tutions in the whole history of bank- 
ing. Its dividend rate rose steadily un- 
til, in 1888, a dividend of 150 per cent was 
declared. The amount has been main- 
tained without change up to the present 
time, though the rate per share was of 
course changed when the capital was 
increased in 1907 from $300,000 to $3,000,- 
000. The market valuation of the bank’s 
stock reached highwater mark—and set 
a record not equaled by any other big 
bank in America—when in April, 18%, 
two shares sold on the Real Estate Ex- 
change for $4900 per share, par value 
$100. 

In the  book’s concluding cnapter, 
“Surrounding and Origin of the Chemi- 
cal Bank,” several pleasant anecdotes 
are told, and sidelights on the life of 
the Manhattanese in that early day are 
given, for contrast, with present condi- 
tions. For instance: 

“The Astor House was opened in 1836. 
The regular charge for room and board 
was $1.50, including four meals—break- 
fast at 8, dinner at 8, tea at 6 and sup- 
per at 9.

A peep 
into the inner workings of the hotel re- 
vealed the most meager furnishings for 
the sleeping rooms—no carpet on the 
floors, a scanty supply of water, and 
no hot or cold baths at any price.”

CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—Work on the 
1914 playing schedules of the Ameri- 
can and National leagues will begin 
Jan. 2 at French Lick, Ind. 

President B. B. Johngon of the 
American League received word 
today that President Dreyfus of the 
Pittsburg club and Secretary Heyd- 
ler of the National League would 
meet him at the Indiana resort 
on that day. Secretary Harridge 
of the American League will ac-- 
company Mr. Johnson. 

April 14 has been definitely agreed 
on as the date for opening the 
next season, but when the schedule 
can be completed is not s0 cer- 
tain. Oct. 4 will be the closing 
date if the regulation 14 games 
can be booked by then. 


~Aithough the silence of the Federal 


League in the matter of reorganization 
for the coming season has had a de- 
pressing effect on those supporters of 
the national game who wanted to see 
the outlaws gain a foothold, indications 
are not wanting that the assembling of 
teams and other plans to go ahead for 
1914 are under way. 

That one bona fide offer to a St. Louis 
player has been made very recently is 
known to the writer. OlHe O’Meara, 
who is going upto the majors next sea- 
son, has had an offer from the Pitts- 
burg Feds and turned it down, figuring 
that as he had his way to make, it 
would be better to string with the 
national agreement clubs. ; 

Chicago is busy arranging for a 
grand stand, and Ned Hanlon is going 
right on with work on his Baltimore 
club. 

St. Louis seems to be at a standstill, 
owing, #80 Dame Rumor says, to the 
failure of its financial backers to come 
through with the support needed. Many 
of the league’s friends think St. Louts 
will be a drag, rather than a help to 
the game, owing to the low ebb of in- 
terest in the Mound City support. 


Transportation Too Heavy. 

The chief argument being urged 
against the Federal League's existence 
under the semi-officilaily announced cir- 
cult, is the territory covered by the cir- 
cuit.

O’Day to the Rescue. 
ALKING the dangerous baiter at 
critical times is one proposition 
that cannot be properly restricted, it 
is feared. Nevertheless Hank O’Day, a 
member of the Rules. Committee, is in 
the limelight with the suggestion that 
the way to accomplish the result is to 
limit the width of the catcher’s box. 
O’Day figures that by making the box 
narrower the ball would necessarily be 
hurled near enough for the batsman to 
at least make an effort at it. 

No other suggestion made in this con- 
nection has been worth while consider- 
ing, as all compelled the umpire to 
decide when the pitcher was intentional- 
ly pitching wide and when not, 

A Peculiar Condition. 
NDER the present rules the 
catcher’s interference with a bats-' 
man is penalized by giving the hitter 
his base, the other runners retaining 
their old positions unless the bases 
were all occupied. 

The weakness of this system was 
shown in a game last season when, 
with a man on third getting ready to 
steal home or score on a squeeze play, 
the catcher cleverly tipped the batter's 
club in plain view of everybody, causing 
him to foul. The play, of course, sent 
the runner back to third, while the bat- 
ter trotted to first base, the privilege 
granted him for the interference of the 
catcher. But the almost certain score 
was prevented. 

In future it is proposed that all run- 
ners, when a catcher interferes with a 
batsrnan, shall advance a base. In this 
way killing the squeeze play in the man- 
ner described will not be permissible. 


That Balk Rule. 
HE trapped ball has always céused 
umpires worry, and a more specific 
definition of the play is desired. The 
balk rule change is asked because of a 
peculiar play that happened during the 
season when a flinger dropped the ball 
while winding up for the pitch. Under 
the National League rules the only way 
this play can be judged is to call it a 
balk, and let the runnefs advance @ bag. 
This is a palpable injustice, as the mis 
chance was not a ‘dalk’’ in the spirit 
of that term, and the ruling causes an 
unfair penalty against the pitcher.
